Tom  Yawkey  rated  No.  1  with 
Red  Sox  fans. 


Late  Red  Sox  owner  Thomas  A. 
Yawkey  joined  baseball’s  immortals 
today—  March  12,  1 980  —  when  he  was 
elected  to  the  Hall  of  Fame  at  Coopers- 
town,  N.Y.  He  will  be  inducted  along 
with  former  stars  A1  Kaline,  Duke 
Snider  and  Chuck  Klein  on  August  3  at 
Cooperstown. 

Yawkey  died  of  leukemia  at  age  73  on 
July  9,  1976,  during  his  44th  season  as 
Red  Sox  owner,  having  operated  a  major 
league  team  longer  than  anyone  in  base¬ 
ball  history.  During  those  years  he  trans¬ 
formed  the  franchise  from  one  of 
baseball's  weakest  to  among  the 
healthiest  and,  in  doing  so,  created  a  New 
England  institution. 


In  all,  Yawkey  is  the  14th  Hall  of  Famer 
who  spent  a  significant  part  of  his  career 
with  the  Red  Sox.  At  Cooperstown, 
Yawkey  will  join  some  of  the  stars  he 
brought  to  Boston  to  help  build  a  Red  Sox 
legend— Joe  Cronin,  Lefty  Grove,  Jim¬ 
mie  Foxx  and  Ted  Williams. 

“This  is  a  great  moment  in  Red  Sox 
history,”  Williams  said. 

Yawkey  purchased  the  Red  Sox  on 
April  20,  1933  and  promptly  overhauled 
both  the  team  and  Fenway  Park .  Six  years 
later,  he  donated  the  first-base  stands  at 
quaint  Doubleday  Field  when  the  Hall  of 
Fame  complex  was  dedicated  in  1939.

Dick  was  the  team's  best  relief  pitcher 
in  1979  and  led  the  staff  with  13  saves 
and  a  career-high  53  appearances.  He 
walked  only  21  while  striking  out  67, 
evidence  of  good  control  and  a  live 
fastball.  In  six  games  against  the  Ori¬ 
oles  he  had  three  saves  and  14  strike¬ 
outs  in  11  innings.

Skip  came  to  the  Red  Sox  through  the  Free  Agent  Re-Entry 
Draft  last  fall.  He  had  nine  saves  and  a  1 .50  ERA  in  27  games 
with  the  Mets  when  shoulder  problems  sidelined  him  in 
June.  His  recovery  to  the  hard-throwing  form  that  totaled  65 
saves  for  the  Mets,  with  368  strikeouts  in  379  innings,  would 
greatly  enhance  Red  Sox  pennant  aspirations.  Lockwood 
was  a  $100,000  bonus  infielder  with  the  K.C.  A's  in  1964.  He 
converted  to  pitching  in  1968  and  was  taken  by  the  Seattle 
Pilots  in  that  fall’s  expansion  draft.

The  Red  Sox  will  not  discriminate  against  any  employeeorap- 
plicant  for  employment  because  of  race,  religion,  color,  sex, 
age,  national  origin  or  ancestry.  The  Red  Sox  will  take  affirma¬ 
tive  action  to  insure  that  such  individuals  are  treated  during 
their  employment  without  regard  to  race,  religion,  color,  sex, 
age,  national  origin  or  ancestry.  Such  action  shall  include  but 
not  be  limited  to  the  following:  hiring,  upgrading,  demotion, 
transfer,  recruitment,  layoff,  rates  of  pay,  all  other  forms  of 
compensation,  and  selection  for  training.

As  an  18-year-old  off  the  campus  of  Notre  Dame, 
Carl  Yastrzemski  had  his  first  look  at  Fenway  Park. 
"I'll  tell  you  one  thing,  I  know  I  can  hit  in  this 
place,"  he  said. 

The  years  have  more  than  proved  him  right.  He 
had  a  hit  in  the  first  game  he  played  there,  and  now, 
at  age  40,  he's  still  hitting  balls  around  and  out  of 
the  ballpark.  His  first  hit  came  off  Ray  Herbert  of 
the  old  Kansas  City  Athletics  on  April  11,  1961.  His 
3000th  came  off  Jim  Beattie  of  the  New  York 
Yankees  on  September  12  of  last  year  —  and  nobody 
knows  when  his  last  one  will  be  collected. 

As  he  begins  his  20th  season  with  the  Boston  Red 
Sox,  Carl  shows  no  signs  of  slowing  down.  He  is 
headed  towards  the  hallowed  Halls  of  Cooperstown 
to  which  he  will  bring  a  host  of  credentials  for  both 
offensive  and  defensive  play. 

Yastrzemski  broke  into  the  major  leagues  under 
tremendous  pressure.  He  was  replacing  a  Boston 
landmark,  a  Beantown  institution,  when  he  trotted 
out  to  left  field  in  1961  and  took  over  the  area 
patrolled  for  so  many  years  by  Ted  Williams. 

"The  kid  has  got  it  all.  He'll  make  people  forget 
about  me,"  Williams  was  quoted  as  saying  prior  to

that  1961  season.  Yastrzemski  never  made  the  fans 
forget  about  Number  9,  but  he  has  established  him¬ 
self  as  another  Boston  monument. 

He  hit  only  .266  that  first  season  but  two  years 
later  won  his  first  batting  championship  with  a  .321 
mark.  In  1967,  he  did  it  all  by  winning  the  Triple 
Crown  while  almost  single-handedly  leading  the  Red 
Sox  to  the  pennant  on  the  last  day  of  the  season. 

The  following  year  he  won  his  third  title,  even 
though  his  average  was  just  .301.  Two  years  later 
he  would  hit  .329,  only  to  lose  the  batting  title  on 
percentage  points  to  Alex  Johnson. 

1979  was  a  banner  year  for  Yastrzemski.  He  hit 
his  400th  home  run  on  July  24  in  Fenway  Park  off 
young  Mike  Morgan  of  the  Oakland  A's.  And  when 
he  singled  into  right  field  on  September  12  he  be¬ 
came  only  the  fourth  player  in  major  league  history 
to  compile  400  home  runs  and  3000  hits  —  and  the 
first  to  do  it  in  the  American  League. 

These  stand-out  events  were  not  his  only  accom¬ 
plishments  during  the  1979  season.  He  climbed  into  the

top  20  in  just  about  all  of  baseball's  offensive  cate¬ 
gories,  was  selected  to  the  All  Star  team  for  the 
16th  time  in  his  career,  and  tied  the  American 
League  record  by  playing  in  100  or  more  games  for 
the  19th  consecutive  year. 

Yet  what  he  remembers  most  vividly  is  his  failing 
play  over  the  second  half  of  the  season  when  he  was 
plagued  with  problems  to  both  Achilles  tendons. 
Over  the  final  three  months  he  hit  a  mere  .233  with 
but  five  home  runs  after  having  batted  .306  with  16 
home  runs  in  the  first  half. 

"The  way  I  performed  during  the  second  half  of 
the  season  was  embarrassing  and  I'd  never  play 
again  under  the  same  circumstances,"  he  said  when 
it  was  over.
